Some good news — both we and our publishers are very pleased with the demos 
we've recorded. As we said in the last newsletter, they are single demos and 
are, consequently, of a rather different style to the older 'Live at the 

Target' material. We hope that they will generate some record company 
interest, and thus lead to a deal of some sort. 

Originally, we felt somewhat dubious about adopting this approach: however, 
having thrown ourselves wholeheartedly into the new challenge of writing 
singles, we've found that we really like the tracks, and that they show that we 
can write in other styles and still enjoy the music. 

We've chosen four of these to represent us on a demo-tape which is currently 
being hawked around the record companies. In addition, we have taken some of 
them, plus another three, and put them on to an LP length cassette with one new 
long track, 'Creep Show', and a version of one of our oldest, yet hitherto 
unreleased tracks, 'Fur Helene' (part 2).
